However, tho extra cost on a trip 
to St, "^ 010.3 should be relatively slight. And there is one important witness I did not have 
time for last time, thanks to the need for keeping Henfro out of your hair. 

I hope you read James' letter to me with care. It marks a big step fon/ard in three 
areas: he comniits himself tliat Btoner is out of the c^se entirely , the civil part l:iaving 
been decided by the Supreme Sourt (if tliis ismot in the letter to me it is in tho one he 
sent Esquire); ho expressed dissatisfaction with Stoner for the first time (didn't do his 
work); and he is getting closo.r to my thinking in the part where he talks about whiat serves 
his interest.
